T is faid by Z7eredotus, lib. 6. That when 

God is about to puniſh a Nation or City, 

he is wont firſt of all to ſigniſie the ſame 

by Prodigies ; and as another learned Perſon 
has it, God ſpeaks to Men not only with a 
human Tongue by his Prophets, Apoſtles and 
Miniſters, but alſo by the very Elements, in 
changing them into ſtrange Forms and Shapes. 
Thus (as Foſephus relates in his Wars of the 
eus, 1:4. 7. cap. 1 2.) ſtrange Signs and Tokens 
appear'd before the Deſtruction of Jeraſalem, 
for one while there was a Comet appear d in 
A 2 form

form of a fiery Sword, which for a Year to- 
gether hung over the City; and on the 2oth 
Day of May, juſt before the Sun-riſe, was 
ſeen in the Air all over the Country, Chariots 
full of armed Men in Bartle array, paſſing a- 
long in the Clouds, and begirting the City. 
Bur to come nearer home concerning Prodigies, 
Two blazing Stars appear'd, and many other 
Stars, as if they ſhot ſſery Darts at one ano- 
ther, in England, in the Reign of William Rufus, 
after which happen d a great Earthquake and 
nine, by which ſuch a Mortality enſu'd, that 
the Quick was\ſcarce ablt᷑ to bury the Dead ; 
and at Finchampſtead near Abingdon in Berk- 
(hire, a Well of bloody- colour d Water ſprung 
up for 15 Days, and then ceas d. In the Reign 
of Henry the. Third Fo ) a d. from 
the. Riſing to the Setting ; afger w *hfolthw'd 
a great Famine, and 18 Jews were hang'd for 
crucifying a Child, and others ſeverely puniſht 
for Circumciſing another that had been Chri- 
ſten d. In the Reign e Edward ther Third | 
blazing Stars Aüppear'd with continued Rains, 
and a great Mortality through all Europe fo ve- 
kemently; that the Dead were more than the 
Living. In the Keign *6f Qaeen Elisabeth 
blazing Stars appear'd, after which happen'd 
an Earthquake and a Plague, of which yoo000 
died in and about London. ' | 
But though ir appears by all Hiſtories that 
Prodigics in rhe Air are certain Fot erunners of 
Death and Deſolation to Countries, yet are 
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not Eclipſes (tho they proceed: from natural 

Cauſes) wirhout their malevolent Effects, as 

evidently appears by what follows. 

A little after the Birth of Chriſt was a nota- 

ble Eclipſe of the Sun, the fatal Effects where- 

of were manifeſted by Herod's Cruelty, when 

he commanded all the Infants in Bethlehem to 

be Maſſacred, in hopes and expectation of kil- 

ling our bleſled Saviour. Several Eclipſes year- 

ly happen d till the 44th Year of Chriſt, whoſe 

Effects were none of the beſt in Paleſtine. Au- 

no Chriſti 45 was an Eclipſe of the Sun on the 
1ſt of Auguſt, after which a great Famine rag d 
in Syria. Then ſeveral Eclipſes both Solar and 
Lunar happen d yearly till the 58th Vear of 
Chriſt, and provd the Indications of Plagues 
and War, in many Parts of the World. Anno. 
Chriſti 59, an Eclipfe of the Sun preceeded the 
firſt Perſecution of the Chriſtians,; which began 
under Nero. Eclipſes, whoſe Effects were very, 
grievous. to moſt Nations, yearly happen'd till 


the Lear 316; and Anno 317% was an Eclipſe of 


the Sun, after which Arrius began to poy ſon 
the World with his damnable Hereſie, which 
impiouſly deny'd the Doctrine of the Trinity, 
for which he was juſtly punſhe,, by God, ar laſt; 
for whilſt he was disburthening himſelf of the. 
Neceſſities of Nature, his Bowels came forth, 
and with them his Life. Many great Eclip/es. 
both of the Sun and Moon yearly happen'd till 
the Year 347; and Anno Chriſti 348, was a 
great Solar Eclipſe, when the-Arrian Bad 
: N rage 
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raged as bad as ever. In rhe. Years 340, 350; 
457, 352, 353% 354) 355» 35643575 358. 359, 
were many Eclipſes, whoſe Effects were of a 
bad Conſequence to ſeveral Countries; and 
Anno Chriſti. 393 was an Eclipſe of the Sun, 
when a Diviſion of the Empire happen'd under 
Hono ius and Arcadius. From hence to the 
Year 403 both the Sun and Moon yearly 
ſuffer'd Eelipſes ; und Auno Chriſti 404, was a 
Solar Eclipſe, after which Rome was taken by 
Alaric King of the Goth. 2x 

Several Eclipſes were yearly ſeen to the 
Year 526, and Auto Chriſti 527, was an Eclipſe 
of the Sun, when the. Gorhs over-ran many 
Nations with Fire and Sword, leaving behind 
them the Matks of Deſfolirion and Ruine 
wheree ver they eame. Many Eclipſes alſo 
yearly happenid from this Time to the Vent 
59r, whoſe Effects were violent throughout 
Aa, and Anno Chriſti 592 happen'd an Eclipſe 
of the Sun, When Mahomer began to infect the 
caſtern Part of the World with his deſtructiye 
Doctrine. Then ſeveral. Solar and Lunar 
Eclipſes were yeatly ſeen from this Time to the 
Year 732, and Ano Chriſti 733 happen d an 
Eclipſe of the Sun, when à great Controverſie 
aroſe about the Worſhip of Images; the Eaſtern 
Churches oppoſing that idolatrous Novelty, 
and the Weſtern Churches at the ſame Time 
approving it. Alſo ſeveral Eclipſes were year- 
ly viſible to the Year 795, whoſe Effects were 
of a bad Conſequence throughout Africk ; then

Aub Chriſti 796, the the Sun by an Eclipſe 
was obſcured the fpace of 17 Days „ Whoſe 
Darkneſs was then ſo great that Ships on th 
Sea went aſtray from their right Courſe "And 
Anno Chriſti 797, was the like Obſcuration of 
Sun, by an Eclipſe, for the ſpace of 17 Days 
again. From hence ſeveral | Eclipſes yearly 
happen'd to the Year 802, whoſe Effects were 
very lamentable throughout Eurepe, and Amro 
Chriſti 802, the Moon was thrice eclipſed, and 
the Sun once. Then many Eclipſes yearly 
happen d to the Year 805, and Auno Chriſli 
806 the Sun ſuffet'd a great Eclipſe. Arno 
Chriſti 807 was one Eclipſe of the Sun, and 
the Moon was eclipſed twice. Next Year 
was a great Eclipſe of the Sun, and Anno 


| Chriſtz 809, was an Eclipſe of the Moon. Anno 


Chriſti $10, was one Eclipſe of the Sun, and 
two Defects of the Moon, at which Time hap- 


pen'd the grear Mutation under Charles the 


Great, in whoſe Reign the Empire was divided 
into the Eaſt and Weſt. The next Year hap- 
pen d a great Eclipſe of the Sun; and Anno 
Chriſti $12, an Eclipſe of the Sun preceeded 
the Death of Charles the Great, which was 
ſomewhat prodigious, for a Spor of a black 
Colour appear d in the Sun for ſeven Days to- 
gether ; which Prodigy without doubt might 
ſigniſie the Obſcuration of the Goſpel, which 
then began to be - eclipſed under the Popes of 
Rome. Next ſeveral Eclipſes yearly happen'd 
to the Lear 830, and Anno Chriſti 831 were 

three 
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three Fclipfes, orte of the Sun, and two of che 
Moon, after which Ladovicuu Pius was taken 
by his Sons, and caſt into Priſon. Then ſeve- 
ral Eclipſes both Solar and Lunar, wete yearly 
ſeen ro the Year 839; and Anno Chriſti 840, 
was ſuch a great Eclipſe of the Sun, that the 
Stars were as plainly ſeen at Noon-day as in 
the darkeſt Night. | f 0944 
From this Time ſeveral Felipſes yearly hap- 
pen'd to the Year 1139. and Anno Domini 1140 
on the r1th'of the Calends of April, which 
was our 21ſt of March, there was ſo great an 
Eclipſe of the Sun in the Morning, that People

Were forc'd to light Candles, and moſt People 
fear d the Return of the antient Chaos, becauſe 


they perceiy'd divers Stars near the Sun. The 
Effects which attended this extraordinary Phe- 
nomenon were, that thoſe who were for the 
Empreſs Maud's juſt Parliamentary Title, took 


Arms againſt the perfidious Uſurper Stepben, 


defeared him in a Battle near Lincoln, and took 


him Priſoner ; upon which the Clergy to ſave 


themſelves, ſubmitted to the Emprefs, whom 
they had formerly curs d; however they after - 
wards tackt about again in Favour of the U- 


ſurper, who re- obtain'd the Throne for a Time, 
yet he was forc'd at laſt, in Excluſion of his 
- own Poſterity, to agree to the Settlement of the 
Crown upon the Empreſs's Son Henry the 2d, 
whom he trayteroũſly endeavour'd to have mur- 
ther'd; but it was ee e prevented, by 

the Hand of Fate, putting an End to the hate-

Next ſeveral Fclipſes yearly happen'd to the

of the Ottoman Empire; bur likewiſe King Ed- 
ward the Firſt's ſubduing the Welſh by killing 
Lewelin their Prince, in a great Battle, whoſe 
Head, crown'd with Tvy, was fer upon the 
Tower, and utterly ſubduing thoſe Mountain- 
cers, he made his Son Edward, born amongſt. 
em at Carnarvon, Prince of the Country. Next 
entering Scotland, he made there ſuch a terri- 
ble Deſtruction, that the Cities and Towns for 
the moſt part ſurrender'd, the Scorch Nobles 
ſued for Peace, and in a Parliament held at 
Berwick, they acknowledg'd him their King, 
ſwearing to be true Subjects to him for ever af- 
te?

\ * . Several Eclipſes were annually ſeen from 
this Time to the Year 1386, and Anno Domini 
1387 was a great Eclipſe of the Sun on the 5th. 
of December, after which King Richard the 2d 
was depos'd and murder'd in Pontefract Caſtle 
in Toriſbire; and in his Reign many Portents 
and Prodigies were ſeen, as the Bay and Lau- 
tel Trees withering throughout England, which 
ſuddenly after became green and floutiſhing; 
and the deep Rivet near Bedford divided into 
two Stteams; leaving the Channel dry for three 
Miles. Next many. Eclipſes happen d annually 
to the Year 1414, and Aum Domini 1415 ſuch 
B a great

a great Eclipſe of the Sun fell out about ſix in 


the Morning on the 7th of June, thar the Birds 
fell down to the Earth ; and ſhortly * King 


Henry the 5th, with a ſmall Army of Engliſh- 
men, obtain'd a ſignal Victory over the French 
at the Battle of Agincourt in France, ſlaying 
that Day of the Enemy 1000 Princes, Noble- 
men, Knights and Eſquires, and 10000 com- 
mon Soldiers. The Priſoners of Note then 
taken were Charles Duke of Orleans, John Duke 
of Bourbon, Lewis de Bourbon, the Count de 
Veudoſme, the Earl of Eu, Edward de Roven, 
and divers others. 

Next ſeveral Eclipſes unnually were viſible 
till the Year 1543; and Anno Domini 1544, 


were four Eclipſes, one of the Sun, and three 


of the Moon; the Effect of which were per- 
ceiv'd by the Death of King Heury the VIIIth, 
who departed this Life in the 56th Year of his 
Age, and was interr'd (as Heath in his Chro- 
nicle of F»gland informs us) in the Chappel 
at Windſor. | 
Again, ſeveral Eclipſes appear'd yearly from 
this time to the Year 1594 ; and Anno Domini 


1595, was an Eclipſe of the Sun on the zoth 


of March very viſible in Magellanica, at about 
15 Minutes paſt 2 in the Afternoon, which is 
about 45 Minutes paſt 7 in the Afternoon with 
us in this Climate.

Anno Domini 1601, was a great Eclipſe of 
She Sun, on the 19th of June in China, and 
Zhe Iflands adjacent ro that Country, where it 
yas eclipſed 7 Digits, 31 Minutes, and 58 Se- 
onds. Anno Domini 1602, was an Eclipſe of 
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the Sun on the 9th of June, viſible to the In 
bahirants near to the Antartick Circle, but no 
to us.

Iu- 
dies; and being celebrated in 2g Degrees, 57 
Minutes, 36 Seconds of Piſces, near the Dra- 
gon's Hed the Effects thereof were Sedition 
and Ctuelties ated in thoſe Parts of the World. 
Anno Doimni 1617, were five Eclipſes, the firſt 
of the Sun on the 16th of January, near the 
Antartick Pole; the ſecond of the Moon on the 
roth of February, viſible in out Horizon; the 
third of the Sus on the 25th of February, in 
Muſcouy; the fourth on the 22d of Jah), in 
Finland, Biarmia, and Lapland; and the fifth 
of the Moon on the 6th.of Auguſt, viſible in

Anno Domini 1618, happen'd at Eclipſe of 
the Sun on the 16th of January, viſible at the 
Cape of Gyod-Fope, and eclipſed 11 Degrees, 
49 Minutes; it was celebrated in 6 Degrees, 
1 Minute, 21 Seconds of Aquarius, and the 
Effect thereof afforded matter of great Grief 
and Sorrow in Ruſſia, Sweden, Weſtphalia, Ba- 
varia, AÆAtbiopia, Media and Arabia, where Fire 
and Sword, Famine and Peſtilence raged a long 
time.

1 zon, and celebrated in 29 Degrees, 49 Minutes, 
4 Seconds of Taurus; and the Effects thereof 
was Famine and Peſtilence in Ruſſa, Poland, 
Ireland, Lorrain, Switzerland, Parthia, Perſia, 
and Cyprus. Anno Domini 1622, was a great 
and horrible Eclipſe of the Sun, on the 23d of 
Oftober, when it was cclipſed 12 Digits, 20 
Minutes fere in Nar/inga, Zeilan, Taprobana 
and other Iſlands in the Eaſt-Indzes ; the dura- 
tion of it was 2 Hours, 14 Minutes, and ce- 
lebrated near the Dragons Head in 10 Degrees, 
18 Mintues of Scorpio. Anno Domini 1623, 
was an Eclipſe of the Moon on the 28th of 
September in Amin, Quivira, Tolm, and other 
Places in Mexicana. Anno Domini 1624, was 
an Eclipſe of the Sun on the 8th of March, 
very viſible in America. Anno Domini 1625, 
was an Eclipſe of the Sun on the 26th of Fe- 
weary in Virginia, the duration whereof was 
3 Hours, 16 Minutes. Anno Domini 1626, 
as an Eclipſe of the Sun on the 15th of Fe- 
bruary in Madagaſcar, and the Iſland of St. Lau- 
Fence. Anno Domini 1627, was an Eclipſe of 
he Moon on the 2oth of January in Tartary, 
Thina, Perſia, Sumatra, Luconia, Fava major, 
nd Java minor. Arno Dumini 1628, was an 
clipſe of the Sun on the 15th of December,

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viſible in Exgland, Ireland, France, Spain and 
the Canaries ; the duration of it was 3 Hours, 
32 Minutes, 20 Seconds; and being celebtat- 
ed in 3 Degrees, 47 Minutes, 41 Seconds of 
Capricorn, the Effects whereof were ſeen in the 
Diſgrace and Misfortunes of Noblemen in ſe- 
veral Nations. Anno Domini 1629, was a very 
great Eclipſe of the Sun on the 11th of June, 
for in Siam, and the Gulph of Bengale, it was 
darken'd 12 Degrees, 20 Minutes fere. Anno 
Domini 1630, was a great Eclipſe of the Sun 
on the 31ſt of May, viſible in our Horizon, 
where that Planet was over-ſhadowed 12 Digits, 
8 Minutes, 41 Seconds; the celebration of it 
was in 19 Degrees, 9 Minutes, 45 Seconds. of 
Gemini, and the Effects thereof produced great 
Robberies at Land, as well as Pyracies by Sea, 
in which many barbarous Murders are com-

From this Time ſeveral Eclipſes, both Solar 
and Lunar, yearly happen'd till the Year 1647; 
and Anno Domini 1648, an Eclipſe of the Moon 
happen'd here the 2oth of November, at 44 Mi- 
nutes paſt 4 in the Morning; the diſmal Ef- 
fect whercof was evident in the molt execrable 
Murder committed by the then prevailing Re- 
publican Party of Villains, who, on the 3oth 
of January following, moſt barbarouſly behead- 
cd their lawful Sovereign King CHARLES 
the Firſt, before his own Palace.

Whirlwind, departed his moſt infamous Life 
for one worſer. In 1658 were ſome ſmall E- 
clipſes, but not of any notable Effects, as be- 
ing here inviſible; and in 1659, an Eclipſe of 
the Sun happen'd here on the 4th of November, 
at zo Minutes paſt 3 in the Afternoon; the 
Effects whereof were joyfully ſeen by all Loy- 
al People the Year following, when on the 29rh 
of May they beheld the Reſtauration of King 
Charles the Second to hfs rightful Throne, to 
the ' great Shame and Confuſion of all thoſe 
deadly Sectaries here riding paramount juſt be- 
fore. In 1660 were ſome ſmall Eclipſes ; but 
not notable in any reſpect, as being here not 
viſible; and Auno Domini 1661, was an almoſt 
total Eclipſe of the Sun here, on the 13th of 
September, at 44 Minutes paſt 11 in the Fore- 
noon. s a 
In 1662 were no Eclipſes viſible in our Ho- 
rizon, but Anno Domini 1664, was a total E- 
clipſe of the Moon here, on the 8th of Auguſt 
at 6 in the Afternoon; the Effect whereof was 
feen in ſomewhat more than a Year following, 
when Queen ANNE of glorious and immor: 
tal Memory was born at St. James's Palace. 
In the Year 1664 was no Eclipſe viſible in 
England, but Anno Domini 1665, on the 21ſt 
of January, at 47 Minutes paſt 4 in the Morn 
ing, was an Eclipſe of the Moon, and in Apr: 
following began that dreadful Plague, WIE

died in London 68748 Men, Women and Chil. 
dren. And on the 22d of June, at 14 Minutes 
paſt 6 in the Morning, in the Year 1666, ap- 
pear'd here an Eclipſe of the Sun; the ſad Ef- 
feats whereof were ſeen on the 2d of Septem- 
ber following broke our that moſt dreadful Fire, 
which laid our Metropolis almoſt in Aſhes, for 
its Flames conſum'd 13200 Houſes, beſides 
Churches, publick Halls, and other fine Edi- 
fices. This laſt Eclipſe appear d almoſt total at 
Rome, but in E»gland it was not 8 Digits dark- 
ned, and in Ireland not full half obſcur'd, all 
which was cauſed by the Moon's Parallax. 
From this Time to the Year 1687 were annu- 
ally here ſeveral Eclipſes, and Anno Domini 1688 
we had two Eclipſes of the Sun, one in Taurus, 
the other in Scorpio, and is remarkable for the 
Revolution made by King William's coming hi- 


ther from Holland. From this Time we had no 


remarkable Eclipſes till the Years 1704 and 
1705, When we had two Eclipſes of the Sun in 
Taurus and Scorpio; the Effects whereof were 
the raking of Barcelona and Gibraltar, forcing 


the French Lines, and gaining the Victories of 


Schellenberg and Hochſtet. On the 1ſt of May, 
O. S. 1706, happen'd a great Eclipſe of the 


Sun in Spain, about a quarter paſt 9 in the 


Morning, and continued for 6 Minutes ſo dark, 


inf char the Day lookt like Night; and che Effects 


obliged the French King's Army under Marſhal 
de Teſſe, to march off from before Barcelona, 


leaving all their Artillery, Ammunition and 
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Proviſions, With the greateſt Part of their hea- 
vy Baggage behind, and his Grandſon, the 
Duke of Anjou to quit the Country. In 1707 
we had two more Eclipſes in Taurus and Scor- 
pio, the Effects whereof were our winning the 
Battles of Oudenard, Winnendale, Blareignes, Sa- 


 rageſſa, and taking Liſle, Tournay, Mons, Douay, 


Aire, Bethune, Bouchain, and other Places: 
Thus Great- Britain flouriſht, whilſt France was 
reduced to the greateſt Diſtreſs by the Sword, 
Sickneſs, Poverty and Famine, and Death rid 
in Triumph thro' its Royal Palaces. ee 

Anno Domini 1708, we had a ſmall Eclipſe 
of the Sun on the 3d of September in the 
Morning, bur it being ſcarce viſible but where 
the Air was clear ( Partridge ſays in his Alma- 
nack for this Year) were not worth obſerying. 
Anno Domini 1709, was an Eclipſe of the Sun 
on Wedneſday the 24th of Auguſt, which was 
Whalley and Clatchie ſay in their /riſh Alma- 
nacks for that Year, inviſible to us; but to 
ſuch as were removed 165 Degrees Eaſtward 
from London, it was ſome Writers of Scotch 
Almanacks ſay ſay) a great Eclipſe, and con- 
ſpicuous in their Meridian. In 1710 were ſome 
Eclipſes, but not of any notable Effect here. 
In 1711 was an Eclipſe of the Sun on the 7th 
of January in the Morning, but both ( Andrews 
ſays in his Ephemeris for that Ycar ) inviſible 
to vs: Again in the fame Year (as Moore tells 
us in his Almanack ) was an Eclipſe of the 
Yun on the 4th of Jul, near Seven of the 


Clock 
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Clock in the Evening. And alſo in the ſame 
Veat was another Eclipſe of the Sun on the 
28th of December in the Morning; which (as 
Parker in his Ephemers ſays) was in the more 
remote Southern Parts of the World, where the 
Moon's Parallax was North, both total and 
central. In 1712 were ſome Eclipſes, but their 
Effects did not operate here; and in 1713 were 
alſo ſome Eclipſes, but how many Tipper in his 
Almanack for this Vear takes no notice. In 
1714 was an Eclipſe of che Sun on the 26th of 
November, vifible in the moſt North. Eaſt Parts 
of Tartary, and about the Artick Circle Eaſt- 
wards of the aforeſaid Country, bur as it was 
inviſible here, it could not (Sounder ſays in 
his Almanack) affects us in the leaſt. 
Hut now we come to treat on the great and 
aſtoniſhing Eclipſe which happen'd in this pre- 
ſent Year 1715, and according to the moſt ex- 
act Obſervations then taken, at xo Minutes 
paſt 8 of the Clock in the Morning, at Lon- 
don, the greateſt Obſcurity at 9, and ſo con- 
tinu'd almoſt 5 Minutes, when it began to 
clear again. Some Stars were very viſible, 
both before and afrer its Obſcuration, eſpeci- 
ally Meduſa's Head, the firſt Star in Aries, tlie 
the Bull's Eye, Whale's Mouth, Pegaſus's Wing, 
and the biggeſt Star in the Conſtellation, call'd 
Pleiades. : 

It was alſo viſible at Rome, Stockholm and 
Paris, and therefore thoſe Places will moſt feel

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the King of Sweden s Affairs; and if (as ſome 
learned Aſtrologers obſerve) this Eclipſe falls 
out in the Seventh Houſe of the French King's 
Nativity, and in Oppoſition to his Aſcendant, 
it naturally infers that it threatens him more 
than any other Potentate; but what the Effects 
of this Eclipſe will be in this Nation, I leave to 
Time to determine: However, this III ſay, 
that you ſhall never hear of any of theſe De- 
fects of the Sun and Moon ſpoken of in Scrip- 
ture, but it is always before ſome great Effect 
of God's Judgment approaching to punith ſome 
Part of the Earth. 
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
